CHARLOTTE, N.U., Oct. 8.—Information re- 
ceived here today from Lancaster, S. C., is to 
the effect that there are fears of another riot. 
The white people ot the town have been con- 
siderably alarmed the past few days over the 
surly and threatening behavior of the negroes, 
and they have deemed it necessary to picket 
the town tonight, as they fear that the 
negroes will makean attempt to bura the 
place. Armed men patrolled the streets all 
last night, but the negroes, if they ¢nter- 
tained any intention to burn the town, 
made no attempt to carry it out The 
number of deaths resulting from the riot has 
increased to twelve in all, four more of the 
wounded negroes having died on Saturday 
and Sunday last.

The two great political parties in Illinois, 
tosay nothing of the several sideshows ad- 
jacent to the big tents, are gradually closing 
up their nominations, and the nominees are 
engaged in the rather necessary task of hus- 
tling around for votes. Cook County, as 
usual, will be the last in the field, Judging 
from the number of nominations in this 
neighborhood during the past few weeks, 
however, the iact that several additional con- 
ventions have been called for early dates 
ahead, and that but five weeks are now left 
until the votes shall noiselesly drop into the 
ballot-box, itis reasonably safe to say that 
by the 15th of the month the entries 
will haye been made throughout the 
State and the books closed. Enough 
has been done in the way of nom- 
inations§ up to date to furnish 
a general idea as to the probable result. The 
Republicans have a majority of nine hold- 
overs in the Senate, and will keep the lead in 
spite of a possible gain or two on the Demo- 
cratic side.

THE POISONED BOUQUET. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasuincron, D. C., Oct. 3.—Prof. Tilden 
has submitted to District-Attorney Corkhill 
areportof the chemical examination just 
conclu ted.of the poisoned bouquet given Gui- 
teau by his sister, Mrs. Scovilie, the day be 
fore the execution. The report says a large 
bud—a half-opened flower—contained over 
five grains of white arsenic, not only suffi- 
cient to cause death had it been swallowed. 
but so largely in excess of a fatal dose that 
the intentof the person who prepared the 
flowers would have been defeated by emet- 
ics. Theoriginal amount of arsenic was 
greater than found, aa the petals failed to re- 
tain in a dry statesome which had adhered 
when moist. Corkhill says he is trying to 
discover who poisoned the flowers, and, if 
found, he will be held to answer. 

SHARP PRACTICES. 

The Post-Office Vepartment is endeavoring 
to stop the practice of Postmasters using 
money from sales of stamps in their own 
business, while reporting to the department 

they have stamps on hand. One Post- 

master ordered $1,300 in stamps, and sold al- 
most immediately $900 worth, but he report- 
ed to the department that he had only sold 
about $200,

THE PENSION BUREAU. 

The accumulation of business in the Pen- 
sion Bureau is something enormous. Many 
of the original claimants have died since fil- 
ing their papers, and the difficulty of obtain- 
ing evidence on which to establish certain 
classes of cases has been greatly aggravated 
by the la of time. This is especially the 
case with dependent “father and mother 
claims,’’ where the soldier filed his evidence 
and has since died. It is comparatively easy 
tw obtain evidence in most of the claiins for 
pensions. All classes of pensioners have 
to be suspended for additional evidence of 
some kind. As every examiner is necessa- 
rily both judge ana , 4 ry in the cases before 
him poareet to the pension laws and rules of 
the Pens on-Office. great care is bemg exer- 
cised tofjget him started off right. There 
have been about 600 clerks appointed in the 
Pension-Ofiice within a mouih, most of the 
new appointees being assigned to duty as 
examiners.

Artillery officers on light duty in the West 
and South will be pleased to hear that the 
War Department has devised a regulation 
sabre for their use, which will hereafter be 
made and sold to them at the National 
Armory. Thenew sabreis not solong as 
the cavalry sabre, and weighs only about 
thirty-five ounces, against the fifty ounces of 
that weapon. It has a well-rounded and 
sharply-pointed blade, and is altogether a 
very handsome sabre, with a character of its 
own. The first suggestion of it came from 
Lieut. Alexander D. Schenck, of the Second 
Artillery, nephew of Gen. Robert C. Schenck, 
of Ohio.

The New Rules for the Civil-Service

OTTAWA, Ont., Oet. 3.—The rules of the 
Board of Civil-Service Examiners have re- 
ceived the approval of the Privy Council. 
The examinations will be conducted in the 
following cities: Halifax, 5St. John, Char- 
lottetown, Quebec, Montreal, Ottawa, Kings- 
ton, Toronto, London, Winnipeg, and Vic- 
toria. The first examination will commence 
on the 7th of November at all the places 
named except Victoria, B. C., where it will 
coummence on the 2lstof November. 

It is provided that all candidates for em- 
loyment shall be required to pass a prelim- 
nary examination in penwanship, orthogra- 
fy, firet four rules of arithmetic, and read- 
ing print and handwriting. Qualifying ex- 
aiminations will be heid immediately after 
the close of the preliminary examinations, 
and shall be in penmanship, orthografy 
(by dictation), arithmetic, inclusive of 
interest, vulgar and decimal fractions, ge- 
ography, especially of the Dowinion of 
Canada, outlines of British, French, and 
Canadian history, English or French gram- 
mar, English or French com position, En- 
lish or French transcriptién of copying. 
The promotion examinations shall follow the 
ualifying examinations of candidates for 
first entrance into the civil service.

A chute is laid from the river's brink up the 
steep mountain to the railroad, and, while we are 
telimg it, (he monster iogs are rushing, thun- 
dering, flying, leaping down the declivity.

and the value of such combinations as that of 
Prof. Abbey, which, uader the style of Ziess ob- 
ect-gidss, has occasioned universal comment in 
pe. The lens devised by Prof. Abbey com- 
bines with the glasses a drop of oil of the same 
refracting register as the sections of a sphere 
themselves, placed between the object to be ex- 
amined and the opening of the lens system. 
Tbis device has proved remarkabty successful 
in increasing the power of the microscope, but 
the question with the association was whether 
the new invention was likely tu supersede the 
oid and narrow-angle giasses for ordinary clin- 
ical and biological work. The conciusion arrived 
at was that such lenses were only valuable for 
‘Special purposes, and could not be used to ad- 
vantage in the clinical and biological labora- 
tory. The difficulty which renders any advance 
in the power of the microscopic objective of no 
comparative effect, unless the advance is a very 
extraordinary one, has never beevu properly set 
forth to the average reader: and most intelli- 
gent people naturally suppose, when the inven- 
tion of a new combiaadon is announced which 
adds to the power of the instrument material- 
ly, nat something of importance has been 
to our means of optical analysis. In real- 
ity there is no practical differenve 
vealing power between 1,000 diameters and 5,000 
diameters.

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HAZELTON’S continued refusal to yield to 
the wishes of Republican leaders throughout 
Wisconsin and, by withdrawing, harmonize 
the troubles in the Third District has given 
rise to disapproval so general and so strong 
that he is certain to lose the support of many 
who were his friends. His persistence in re- 
maining in the field after being urged by the 
Republican State Committee to rmtire with 
Keyes and permit the nomination of a candi- 
date upon whom all can unite will inevitably 
result in the election of a Democratic Con- 
gressman from a strong Republican district. 


Tue Republicans of the Thirteenth Sena- 
torial District made an inexcusable blundet 
yesterday in deciding to nominate but one 
Legislative candidate. Two candidates can 
be run there with safety. It is perfect folly 
to exhaust the whole strength of the Repub- 
li¢an party of that district in electing such a 
man as ex-Ald. Janssens, for example. 
There is room for a good Scandinavian Re- 
publican to run in that district, and we hope 
the Seventeenth Ward will regalarly nomi- 
nate such anone. If it does not Mr. De 
Lang should run as an independent. The 
refusal of the convention to name more than 
one cahdidate was a distinct breach of faith 
toward him. His friends helped to nomi- 
nate Janssens with the understanding that 
there would be two cahdidates. Now let 
Janssens save his own bacon, and the friends 
of De Lang vote for him as though he had 
received the indorsement of the convention, 
whiely would have nominated him if it had 
put a second candidate in the field. 


Mr. ALpricn carried the ‘South Side Re- 
publican Congressional primaries yesterday 
with great ease, and will probably be nom- 
inated for re@lection by the convention which 
meets today on the first ballot. Though the 
First Ward delegation may cast a compii- 
mentary vote for Mr. Dore, it is really -for 
Aldrich whenever its votes are needed. The 
Second Ward was carried for Aldrich by a 
two-thirds vote; there was no opposition in 
the Third Ward; and the Fourth Ward 
elected a ticket “‘unpleaged” to anybody, 
except Mr. Aldrich, by a vote of 448 to 372. 
While the majoticvy is large and the una- 
hnimity of the ¢ity wards, from one point 
of view, is highly flattering to, Mr. Aldrich, 
he should not mistake the significance 
of this canvass. The hardest thing that was 
said of him was contained in the published 
card of four of his professed friends in yes- 
terday afternoon’s papers. They announced 
that some of the fiembers of the “wun- 
pledged ” delegation would vote for him ouly 
as “a choice of evils.” It is not sootiving to 
any man’s pride to be nominated for office as 
“a choice of evils,’ and Tus Trisune 
would hesitate to characterize Mr. Aldrich’s 
candidacy as liarshly as some of his friends 
have done. But it may be well for him to 
bear in mind that niany of those who will 
vote for him today not only in the Fourth 
Ward delegation, but in all the other delega- 
tions, and paiticularly in the Third Ward, 
would cheerfully go to another candidate 
if in their judgment a better one liad 
been proposed. Mr. Aldrich has had 
a very good scare this time, and 
it should be a lesson to him in the future. 
When he reflects that Hyde Park, for the 
sake of which he cast his vote for the River 
and Harbor bill, sent up a solid delegation 
against him, he may not be so willing in the 
future as he has been if the past to sanctiun 
that monstrous “divide”: and when he 
estimates the enormous leverage that he had 
on city Republicans in consequence of his 
gallant and marily fight in benalf of Miss 
Sweet, he may reflect that after all there is 
more—much more—in South Side polities 
than the shibboleth of “the old flag and an 
appropriation.”’ Mr. Aldrich, if he shal! be 
the regular nominee, will receive the tn- 
wavering support of Republicans. He is a 
reputable man. We is diligent, faithful, con- 
scientious, and upright. He wilt do his 
‘** level best,” atid that is more than can bé 
said of many of his associates in Congress. 


MR. FOLGER’S LETTER OF AOCEPTANCE. 

Mr. Folger’s letter of acceptance is cer- 
tainly uniqué a8 a Specimen of political liter- 
ature. No party candidate, so far as we 
know, has ever liad occasion tu write such a 
letter. Undoubtedly there have been many 
nominations procured by means not less ob- 
jectionable than those which preceded the 
selection of Mr, Folger, but in such cases the 
candidates have either accepted the situation 
as they found it without cavil or éxplana- 
tion, or they have beeh compelled to retire. 
Mr. Folger’s letter amounts to an apology for 
accepting a nomination which comes to hini in 
questionable shape. He does not ignore, but 
admits and condethns, certain fraudulent 
proceedings preliminary to his nomination. 
At the same time he is not prepared to take 
the responsibility of embarrassing his party 
by a declination at a crisis when it. is uncer- 
tain how thé vacancy would be filled, and 
when, as he thinks, no expedient for naming 
a Substitute would be satisfactory to the 
whole party or secure a united effort to elect 
the ticket. 

It 1s diffieult to determine just what the 
effect of this letter will be. It will create a 
good deal of sympathy and cottimand a Zooa 
déal of respect for Mr. Folger personaily. If 
Mr. Foigéf wére a ihnete machiifie politician 
like Smythe, the Chairman of the State Com- 
mittee, or like French, whio acted as Robert- 
son’s proxy upon the warrant of a forged 
dispatch, he would simply have accepted the 
nomination ina formal way, writing some 
glittering getiefalities atid making no ref- 
erencé to the frauds that had been committed 
or the dissatisfaction which exists. He has 

h frank enough and maniy énough to 
corsider and discuss the difficulties in the 
situation. He may have réached a wrong 
conelusion in deciding to accept, but 
every one will credit him with honesty 
of purpose and serious consideration for 
the interests of his patty. To a mati of 
Folger’s posihon and character it would evi- 
dently be tore agreeable to withdraw from 
the ticket than to stand as a candidate under 
the présent conditions, and the sensitive ap- 
préciation he shows for what he tegards ds 
his duty will be calculated to gain wider sup- 
port for him than would follow a silent ae- 
quiescence in the methods which were 
adopted by the faction he represents. 

Nevertheless, it is not possibile to regard 
Mr. Foiger’s reasoning as logical. He admits 
that there is at least one well-established case 
of forgery. He does not dispute that other 
fraudulent devices and sharp practices were 
used to control the convention. He does not 
undertake to justify the primary system in 
vogue in New York City except by the state-

ment that it has been accepted fot many years 
as conélusive upon the party. He does 


/ pot covtend, and evidently does rot be 


lieve, that a perfectly fair expression 
of popular sentiment would have resulted in 
placing the convention under the control of 
And yet he 
accepts the homiriation which has come to 
him under these conditions. He does so aga 
matter of expediency. The state of affairs 
is highly unsatisfactory, but he fears it 
might be worse if he were to decline. It 
probably wotld be worse if the committee of 
which John F. Smythe is Chairman should 
assume to name a candidate. Mr. Folger 
thinks there is not time to hold another con- 
vention which shall bé chosen directly by 
the people. ‘Let us make the best of a bad 
job,” is substantially what he says; and he 
assents to beitie made the scapegoat fof the 
sacrifice. 

Mr. Folger evidently misconstrues the re- 
sponsibility that rests upon hint. 
no demand that he should take upon his 
shoulders the sins of the faction wilich has 
put him forward. He wasa candidate for 
the nomination, and intimated he would ac- 
cept it, but it was not under any apprehen- 
siun of direputable practices that he com- 
mitted nitmself. Condetining as he does the 
methods of the political managers who pro- 
cured his nomination, these managers had 
no right to use him, and there is ho claim 
upon him to stibmit to their impertinence 
and injustice. If they have acted in 
sich manneft as to place party 
success in jeopardy in case of his 
declination, the responsibility is up 
on them and not upon him. Besides, 
there is quite as much danger of defeat in 
allowing matters to stand as they are as there 
would be in even a tardy effort t mend 
them. The difference is, that in the one case 
Mr. Folger might save himself by refusing 
to share a responsibility which he did not 
voluntarily incur, while, in the other case, he 
will probably sacrifice his political future 
without availing his party or even protecting 
his faetion from the odium and disaster 
which its recent conduct is sure to bring 
upon it. 

Mr. Folger will probably get more yotes by 
his letter of acceptance than he would have 
received if he had not discussed the situation 
so frankly: but the personal respect. which 
his motives command will not influence the 
popular desire to rebuke and puaish the 
tricky politicians who have placed him in 
his present awk ward position. 


THE STATE OF BUSINESS. 

The periodical monetary spasm through 
which Wall street was nursed last week by 
Secretary Folger was the presage of the 
more serious financial stringency which will 
come some autumn if the country continues 
its reckless extravagance of living, railroad- 
building, and stock-jobbing. But for the 
present speculation has not spread so wide 
as to create @mbarrassment outside of the 
stock exchange, where there have certainly 
been some signs of a glut. The mdanufact- 
ure of new securities, representing not only 
new failroads, but other enterprises, has 
gone on with unprecedented rapidity. The 
new railroads built since the first of the 
year are represented by not less than $500,- 
000,000 of paper stocks and botids. At its 
last weekly meeting the Governing Commit- 
tee of the New York Stock Exchange listed 
over $30,000,000 of new railroad and telegraph- 
ic securities, and it was not a good week 
for new securities at that. Hosts of 
companies are being formed continually 
that never aspire to the dignity of 
recoghition on the New York or Chi- 
cago Stock Exchanges, but every one 
of which absorbs some money that would 
otherwise be left at the disposal of estab- 
lished businesses. Thris absorption of money 
by railroad and “other enterprises is of 
course the beginning of a movement which 
in all previous instances has gene too far, 
and has ended in a smash. But it has not 
reached any such mature developmentas yet. 

Commercial and manufa@turing reports 
from ali parts of the couiitry reveal a condl- 
tion of sound and gefieral prosperity. Clear- 
ings are increasing. ‘The strikes at Pitts- 
burg are over, and the barometer of the 
clearine-house instantly records the fact by 
a notable rise of 43,7 in the bank exchanges 
at Pittsburg. It is lower than when the 
strike began. Never were strikes more fool- 
ishly conceived than those of last summer. 
They were made in the nick of opportunity 
for the manufacturers, who have ufiques- 
tionably bettered their situation, while the 
operatives have lost heavily. 

Commercial centres also gain in clearings, 
and the returns for the country as a whole 
show that legitimate business is expanding in 
almesgt all directions. Chicago merchants 
give an encouraging account of the 
prospect of trade in the country behind 
this city. The very fact that the farmers are 
holding back a large part of their produce is 
a significant proof that they are well off and 
can waitto market their crops. The pro- 
ceéds of previous hatvests have cleared the 
mortgages from tens of thousands of farins, 
and put the farmers into circumstances which 
enable them to be steddy consumers of the 
goods Chicago has to distribute to the in- 
terior. Their light marketing of grain this 
fall is affecting the exports, and has rendered 
dim the prospect of immediate imports of 
gold. The New York money market cannot 
look apparentiy with much. confidence to 
speedy imports of gold from Europe for re- 
lief. It must éither draw from the interior, 
or sometliing must give way. ‘The interior 
is using its money in its own behalf, and the 
alternative result has been seen of a decline 
in prices of stocks, bonds, and produce. 

The testimony of the clearings and 
of the merchants of Chicago is reinforced 
by the returns of railroad earnings, which 
are among the surest straws to show the dl- 
rection of trade winds. Railroad earnings 
are decidedly on the increase. ‘The prolific 
yield of the soil assures the carriers a great 
bisiness in transportation, and the industrial 
effects of this, ffoin the manufacture of rails 
up, will be far-reaching. Against the clear 
sky there is to be discovered really no seri- 
ous cloud. in the 19 failurés announced 
last week there were none of general impor- 
tance. The falltire of the New York note 
broker who carried his accounts in his head 
has brought dowWnfi only a little coterie of 
other men who were speculating in the same 
pool with him. A _ failure that wn- 
covers more serious symptoms is that 
of a dry-goods house in Boston. 
Their collapse is attributed direttly to the 
unhealthy severity of the competition which 
has of late years made itself ielt tn almost 
all branches of trade. Selling goods has 
come to be thought almost more important 
than making profits. Expensive traveling 
salesmen are ethployed, ahd these men cut 
prices savagely in order to®make a gvuod 
showitig of sales. Close observers of the 
business conditions of the day foresee more 
trouble from the extreme length to which 
competition is being carfied than from any 
other single force at work. The constimet 
gains by this eompetition up to a certain 
point, but loses when competition goes se 
far thatit breaks down ahd monopély be- 
gins.

Hence 
his declination has a special significance. If 
it is the result of a selfish motive, then he 
fears he cotild not be elected under the most 
favorable conditions of the present unfortu- 
nate situation of affairs. If it is due to a 
conviction that no nomination made by the 
late cotivention can be accepted as 
emanating ffom the people, then his 
withdrawal, notwithstanding the advan- 
tage of his own position, Is calculated 
to increase thé popular condemnation of the 
ticket now in the field. He cannot accept 
the nomination as authoritative, and is of 
opinion that a new convention ought to be 
called which shall represent the sentiment 
This is undoubtedly the view 
which the people take of the situatigh, and 
Mr. Hepburn’s action will strengthen that 
view. It is not at all likely, in the face of Mr. 
Folger’s letter of acceptance and the material 
of which the State Committee is composed, 
that this course will be taken. On the con- 
trary, Mr. Hepburn will probably be the tar- 
get for abuse from the machine politicans. 
But there is reason to believe that the result 
will confirm Mr. Hepburn’s judgment, and 
leave him at the end of the campaign in a 
better position than Mr. Folger will occupy. 


OUT OF EVIL EDUCING GOOD. 
It is now ascertained pretty definitly that 
the “irish skirmishmg fund,” whatever it 


| may have been, has been stolen in some way, 


atid lias been lost to the cause. This fund, 
to the extent that it ever had any definit pur- 
pose, was stolen origitially from the ¢redu- 
lous people who subscribed it, and who con- 
tMeuted ft from their small earnings under 
a delasion that it would skirmish the British 
Government out of existence. There are 
committees in New York appointed to find 
out what has become of the money, but it 
will be no satisfaction to any one to know 
who took it; it ought to be more satisfaction 
to know that it has been taken. 

We think every Irishman in Ireland and in 
Atnerica ought to be thankful that the money 
contributed for a diabolical purpose has been 
ceatried off, even dishonestly. What was 
this money contributed for, and what was 
the avowed purpose for which it was collect- 
ed? lt was afundto be secretly useu for 
ileal And piratical warfare upon British 
property, involving the destruction of so 
much property and life as might be incident- 
al to the war. If this age of civilization and 
education such @ war ought to place the 
agents and participauts in it, as well asthose 
who promote of encourage it, beyond the 
pale of humanity, and make them outlaws in 
every land. itis true, no murders were ac- 
complished by its means, no property de 
stroyed, and the nen who stole the money 
may claim to be benefactors of their race to 
the extent that they prevented the use of 
such money for any such accursed purpose, 
Their hands may have the odor of the gold 
they robbed, but their hands, and the hands 
of their associates, and even of the contrib- 
utors, are not stained with the biood of any 
human being, nor have they, through piracy, 
forfeited their own lives because of crime. 

Have these people or their LIrish sympa- 
thizers ever thought of the consequences of 
any act committed te carry out the purposes 
of this fund ? Suppose these men, instead of 
stealing this money, had charged a British 
vessel with dynamite, and in midocean 
caused the destraction of that. vessel and of 
the lives of the hundreds of people on board. 
Have they ever thought of the effects of 
such an act opon the civilized people 
of the earth? Have they ever thought 
of the effect of such an act upon the 
feelings of the Amertean people? Not a 
man to whom could be traced the slightest, 
faintest degree of guilt as a participant in 
such a crime would be allowed to live a 
moment longer than the swiftest forins of 
law would deliver him to the nearest gallows, 
lamp-post, or tree. The Constitution of the 
United States is also potent in the protection 
with which ft surrounds a_ citizen, 
but its strength would be _ tested to 
the extreme -in any attempt to pre- 
vent that man from perishing as an 
outlaw against every principle or impulse of 
humanity. No person who should by act or 
deed exhibit any sympatliy for the men or 
cause originating and executing such an act, 
or any other act of unlawful war, would be 
tolerated in the land. It would crush out 
all American sympathy for Ireland or its 
people, and make the name of Irishman a 
byword of reproach in this country. 

The man Or men whose first act of piracy 
was upon their own wages fund, whose first 
and only act of war was to rob the Irish 
treasury and bankrupt the war department, 
were wiser than their fellows. No tongtie or 
pen can tell the shame and infamy they 
saved their country and their countrymen 
by their act of plunder, and if that act be 
their only offense civilization and humanity 
will, under the assumption that they swept 
away every dollar of the fund, congratulate 
them on their successful prevention of an act 
of diabolism that would have shocked even 
the savages who do not claim any knowledge 
of decen¢y or liumanity.

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CABLE AND TELEGRAPH RINGS. 

Ever. since the laying of the first cable was 
hailed as one of the greatest achievements 
of civilization the business community have 
been harassed by the exactions, favoritisms, 
and jobberies of the men who control this 
all-important avenue of communication. 
With the proceeds of princely profits from 
their enterprise its managers have killed off 
every attempt at competition. When a new 
cable was laid by a rival organization rates 
would be immediately cut down by the monop- 
oly to less than the living point. When this 
maneuvre had extinguished the oppusition, as 
it always did, rates would be raised again to 
their alniost prohibitory figure. One of the 
attractions of the telegraphic competition 
devised by Mr. Gotild when he started the 
American Union was an thdependent cable 
which was to reduce rates to 25 cents a 
word. But the merger of the American 
Union -and the Western Union Companies 
put an end to this hope of cable com- 
petition. The Anglo-American Company now 
controls all the cablés that have been laid be- 
tween Etirope and this country—those of 
1869, 1873, 1874, and 1880, Its competitors—the 
Direct, the first French cable Company, the 
French Atlantic, the American Union—have 
all been SWaliowed up. All the bad results 
that usually come when competition has been 
exterminated are to be noticed In this éase. 
None of our monopolies treat the public 
more harshly; in none have the abuses of fic- 
titious inflation of capital and other financial 
trickinéss been more flagrant. Aithough the 
Anglo-American Company has a Capital of 
$35,000,000, it has not a single first-class cable 
in its ontfit. As the life of a cable heretofore 
has beefi about ten years, those of 1864 and 
1866 have been abandoned; the cable of 1869 
is unworkable; the cables of 1873 atid 1874 
may last buta year or two longer: and the 
newest cable, that of 1880, is not all hew, but 
is pieced out with the remains of the cable 
of 1566, 

While the Anglo-American has been 
doubling up its steck by strokes of the 
pen to the enormous figure of $35,000,- 
000 its assets have been dwindling. » As 
the profits of ocean telegfaphy ate very 
great, and the amount of business is limited 
only py the unfeasonableness of the rates, 


‘claims for 


there appeats to bé hete an excellent bust- 
ness chanee for a new eable company. Two 
powerful syndicates are making arrange- 
ments to seize this opportunity. One is the 
* European, Américati, Canadian & Asiatic 
Company,” the other is represented by the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. The first of these 
companies pruposes to start with the reasona- 
bie capital of $7,500,000, and to lay by asurplus 
of $225,000 a year against the depreciation of 
theit cable. They will begiu business by 
chopping the rate down to W cents a word 
froni 50 cents. The Baltimore & Ohio people 
hayé been steadily pushing their telegraph 
linés to connect the principal cities of the 
country. They now do a large part of the 
business between Chicago and New York. 
Their Southern connections are very exten- 
sive. Afi Atlantic cable is part of their 
scheine. ‘The fitancial resources of the 
Baitimore & Ohio are very great. Its sur- 
plus'is about $50,000,000. The stock has never 
been watered. Its telegraph lines can do 
business on the basis of a fair return on 
actual cost. With wires to Washington, 
Baltimore, Philadelphia, Chicago, and New 
York, tt already taps the great springs of 
telegraphic business, With a cable added 
to it§ other tesources, it would be a well- 
equipped competitor for the business of the 
country. While this system is making this 


solid growth Mr..Gould is playing the same 


game with Western Union as with all other 
concerns hé has had to manage. He has sad- 
died it with a guarantee of 5 per centa year or 
$14,000,000 of the cable securities be brought 
into the combination. Before he gets 
through with it he will fasten on it, to his 
own great profit, all the guarantees, and con- 
tracts, and liabilities it can be made to carry. 
When it is foundered he will attempt to car- 
ry through Congress his scheme for selling 
out the whole system to the United States 
for $100,000,000. Probably the recent uproar 
about the Western Union and the Associsted 
Press was instigated by him as part ofa 
plan for exciting apprehensions in the public 
mind that would look upon buying him out 
at almost any price as a cheap escape from 
intolerable evils,

In the midst of the gloom and disaster oc- 
casioned by the burning of the steamer Kob- 
ert E. Lee there is one bright spot not usual- 
ly found in casualties of this kina. The loss 
of life was large, but it would have been 
muck larger had it not been for the coura- 
geous and manly conduct of Its pilot ahd engr 
neer. The formet stood heroically at his 
post though enveloped by flames and threat- 
ened "by death until he had run his boat 
ashore and kept her there, and the latter 
stood by his engines and drove them in faith- 
ful obedience to the pilot’s orders, though 
exposed to the same perils, until he re 
ceived the signal from the pilot-house 
that he might go. Warriors have been 
crowned and receWwed the world’s ac- 
lesser services than were 
performed by these uncrowned heroes, and 
yet they only performed their duty, though 
it was in the face of death. Unfortunately, 
however, the performance of duty under 
such circumstances is not so common that it 
can be passed without notice, especially when 
that duty has to be done with death staring 
one in the face. Whatever praise, however, 
may be bestowed upon Stout and Perkins, 
the gallant fellows are best rewarded by the 
proud consciousness that they did their duty 
in time of peril, and lessened the fatality 
among the passengers intrusted to their 
hands, though they could not save them all. 

THE Louisville & Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany owns ahd operates a system of railways 
in the Southeastern States. It includes 
under ite present title a great many roads 
which have been hitherto vperated under 
various names, and which have been consdl- 
idated, and also a number of roads which are 
operated under leases, Its present debts and 
liabilities are $70,000,000 and its length 2,000 
miles. It has not been earning enough to 
meet its current liabilities, though it has 
been paying its interest and rents, also pay- 
ing dividends on its capital stock of $18,000,- 
0008. It appears, however, that it has been 
doing this by boftrowing money and thus 
adding to its floating debt. Unable any 
longer to berrow money for such purposes, 
its Directors have agreed to add 100 per 
cent to its capital stock, making the latter 
$36,000,000, Why not make its capital stock 
around $100,000,000 at once? Why hesitate 
in a sinall matter of $25,000,000 or $30,000,000 ? 
Somebody will buy the stock and be cheated, 
and the amount will make no difference. 

ELLWoopD CoorER of Santa Barbara, the 
leading olive-grower of California, says that he 
has trees eight years old tbat have produced 2,000 
galloos of olives to tne acre. This would be 
equivaient to 260 galions of oil to the acre, and 
the oil finds a ready market at $5a gallon. The 
yield of one acre would thus be $1,250, which for 
a 100-acre ranch would be a pretty fair income. 
But these figurés aré not represented to apply 
to any except the very choicest trees, and an 
uncommonly roud year. But, even computing 
profits of olive-culture at as low a figure as one- 
tenth, a twenty-acre ranch would support a 
family very comfortably after six or seven 
years of waiting. One of the great. advantages 
of olive-cuiture is the fact that irrigation is tot 
needed. ina climate where there is often such 
a scarcity of rain, as in California, this is a mat- 
ter of much importance. The olive-tree also 
grows very old. There are trees in Asia Minor 
that gre known to be over 1,200 years old, and 
aré still in full beartwng. In considering the 
protits of fruit-culture, howéver, the dangers of 
insect pests, disease, and overproduction must 
be kept in mind; and these are usualiy passed 
by without mention in the glowing descriptions 
of Southern California. 


Nuw York Evening Post: The Supreme 
Court of Connecticut bas decided that women 
may be admitted to the bar in that State—tak- 
ing a different view of the rules of interpreta- 
tion to be appdlied tothe gquestionffom that 
adopted by the Supreme Court of Massachusetts. 
The Connecticut Judges rely a good deal on the 
fact that women are appointed to the chargé of 
post-offices under the laws of the United States, 
although the word descriptive of their office ig 
“ Postmaster.”

Hot ¢rinks are spécially hurtful to the stom- 
ach. They cause irritation of the nerves of the 
stomach, and consequent miid ae edee of 
that Orgah,; so that atrér a fot drin @ stomach 
is red and congested; in time a debilitated con- 
dition ig set up. A température of 100 degrees 
Fahf. also destroys the active ferment the 
gastriv juice—pepsiti—and 60 dé t6 indigés- 
tion. If the stomach is at ali disordered, tot 
drinks give rise tO muoh gripiiig pain. and in 
many cases to vomiting. In cases of diarrbea,

But this is a fanlt 
inherent in the existing system, and in such 
wards as the Fourth, at least, can only be 
avoided by the inauguration of precinct pri- 
maries, where every voter would be known 
and every nan would be enabled to record 
his choice without losing two or three hours 
of valuable time over the operation. 

There were two Congressional delegate 
tickets in the field. That which proved sue- 
cessful was the Aldrich ticket, which for the 
purpose of capturing the unwary was labeled 
the “unpledged.”’ It was rather comical to 
note the virtuous indignation of the Aldrich 
ticket-peddlers, challengers, and strikers 
when their *“‘unpledged”’ oriflamme was re- 
ferred to incidentally as an Aldrich ticket, 
but one of their number gave the game badly 
away when the votes were announced by 
calling for “three cheers for Aldrich.” He 
did not get them. 

The opposition disdained to sail under 
false colors, and presented a ticket compris- 
ing the names of eighteen of the strongest 
Republicans and best-known citizens of the 
ward, conspicuously headed “The anti- 
Aldrich ticket.” Le a gent of election, two 
of whom were Aldrich men, refused to al- 
low the reporters te be present while the 
votes were counted, but this wise provision 
failed to cover up the fact that they had 
managed to convey forty-six of the Con- 
gressional votes into the Senatorial bal- 
lot-box.

Thirteenth Senatorial Bepublicans— 
Kiolbassa for Senator and Janssen tor 
Hepresentative. 

The Thirteenth Senatorial District Repub- 
lican Convention met yesterday morning at 
10 o’clock at Bowman’s Hall, No. 109 Chica- 
go avenue. Mr. A. G. Lundberg, acting at 
the request of A. G. Anderson, Chairman of 


the Senatorial District Committee, called the 
convention to order, and, in the absence of 
Aug. Wendel, the Secretary, read the call. 
Ex-Ald. John Baumgarten, of the Four- 
teenth Ward, was chosen temporary Chair- 
man, and made a pleasant little speech on 
taking the chair. There were no contests, 
the usual Committee on Credentials was dis- 
pensed with, the temporary officers were 
made permanent, and the convention pro- 
ceeded to business. 

Michael ’Day, of the Fourteenth, in nom- 
inating Peter Kiolbassa, the popular Pole in 
the Fourteenth, for Senator, referred to the 
fact that the district was Democratic, to Mr. 
Kiolbassa’s splendid character and his ex- 
cellentrecord as a member of the Huuse, 
and to the further fact that his numeruons 
personal following would draw largely from 
the ranks of the Democratic party. Mr. 
Kiolbassa was nominated by acclamation, 
and modestly returned his thanks for the 
honor, expressed the hope that the party 
would be as unanimous on election-day as 
it was now, and promised to represent the 
district to the best of his ability should he be 
elected. In conclusion, Mr. Kiolbassa said 
he was no speaker, and expressed the opin- 
ion that there were too many talkers in the 
Legislature anyway. If elected, therefore, 
he should be a working and not a talking 
mem ber. 

For Representative, Alex. Turney, of the 
Seventeenth, placed in nomination Bernard 
Janssen, of the same ward. 

Mr. O’Day nominated P. A. Sundelius, of 
the Seventeenth, and referred in the most 
complimentary way to his record as a soldier 
and his admitted abilities for the office. 

Mr. Winberg, of the Seventeenth, nomi- 
nated Senatur F. C. De Lang, of the same 
ward, and gave him a well-merited indorse- 
ment as a young manof unquestionable hon- 
esty, who served the old district in the Sen- 
ate to the great credit of himself and his 
constituents. 

About this time the question was raised as 
to the advisability of nominating one or two 
men. 

Mr. Winberg moved to nominate two, and 
Mr. Turney moved as a substitute to nomi- 
nate only one, alleging that it would be im- 
possible to elect two, owing to the impractt- 
cability of fairiy dividing the vote. If two 
were nominated, their friends in their zeal 
for their favurits would begin to “cut” on 
them, and the result would be the election of 
one. That much, under the minority sys- 
tem, Was assured anyway. 

The roll was called, ana the Seventeenth 
at first voted seven for one man and one for 
two. The Fourteenth and Sixteenth voted 
for one man solid, although Mr. O’Day, of 
the Fourteerth, said it was against his 
own convictions. The one manin the Sev- 
enteenth went over to the other side, and the 
eonvention unanimously decided to nom- 
inate only one Representative. Senator De 
Lang earnestly sought to persuade the dele- 
gates against this course, but Janssen’s 
friends in the Seventeenth Ward proved to 
be the heavy end of the supposed Janssen- 
De Te es delegation, and argument was of no 
avail. 

An informal ballot gave Janssen éleven, 
De Lang four, and Sundelius three. The 
first got seven out of the Seventeenth, two 
out of the Sixteenth, and two out of 
the Fourteenth. The Seventeenth gave 
De Lang one, and the sixteenth gave him 
three, while the Fourteenth gave Sundelius 
three. On the formal ballot everybody flopped 
to Janssen, who was accordingly de- 
clared the nominee amid the noisy enthusi- 
asm of his Seventeenth Ward delegates. 

The winner was, of course, called upon for 
a speech, and promptly responded. He 
thanked the convention for the nomination,

Board with about 100 signatures was read. 
It asks that the precincts be as fullows: On 
the north, Lake street; east, Rockwell street;

street. It was stated that this.would ac- 
commodate more of the 500 voters of the pre-

The State Capital Life Association, of 
Springfield, Ill., Thought by the 
Authorities to Be a Swin. 
dling Enterprise.

Sprinerie.p, IiL, Oct. 3.—Complaints are 
being received at the State-House concerning 
the operations of the “State Uapital Life 
Association,”’ of this city. which is attempt- 
ing to do a graveyard insurance business. 
The association is organized on the same 
plan as regular benevolent societies, and se- 
cured its charter by complying with 
the defective law concerning porations. 
Under this charter the concern Is not author- 
ized to collect premiums or to pay any losses 
except to the heirs or devisees of dece 
members. The circulars distributed by the 
agents of this concern state that the associa- 
tion “is for the benefit of those who by their 
advanced age are excluded from life-insuré 
ance companies.” Thisclaim is enough in 
itself to stamp the concern as a fraud. The 
circular also makes conspicuous the certifi- 
cate of organization granted by the Secretary 
of State, using itin such @ manner as to 
make it appear that the association is a regu- 
larly organized concern. The ofticers are un- 
known here, and have po office or headquar- 
ters, although the circulars state that the 
Secretary’s bond is $5v,000, and that the First 
National Bank is the depository of 
the concern. Today the Rev. Theodore 
Rogers, of Heyworth, McLean woanty, 
came to the State-House to investigate the 
standing of the concern. He stated that 
some time since his son, James A. Rogera, 
of Heyworth, was induced by an agent of 
this concern to insure the life of William 
Morris, an old man, merely as a speculation, 
paying $20 in fees. Morris has since died, 
but Rogers has been unable to collect the 
olicy. Mr. Rogers succeeded in finding B. 
fi Biack well, the alleged secretary, ina 
shabby room ina private house in the out- 
skirts of the city. He declined to pay the 
loss or give any information concerning the 
association, but claimed that he would levy 
ah assessment and pa the loss in De- 
cember. ‘This is e second com- 
piaint that has recently been made 
against this concerb, and appearances in- 
dicate that it has been doing an extensive 
graveyard business without paying out any- 
thing in the way of losses. The men ad- 
vertised as officers are J. Mason Talbott 
President, BK. H. Blackwell Secretary, and 
Samuel Butts General Manager. None of 
these men live here, por do their names ap- 
pear in the Springtield directory. ~The ln- 
surance Department has no knowledge of 
the concern except tha. it is not authorized 
to transact an insurance business, and the 
public will do well to be on their guard 
against investing auy money in such grave- 
yard speculations as the one detailed.

CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 
MEETING OF THE CHICAGO CLUB—RBEPAR- 
ING FOR ACTION. 

A meeting of the Civil-Service Reform League 
was beld last evening at Room 4, No. # Dear- 
born street, H. A. Huntington presiding. The 
attendancd was quite small, less than a dozen 
members being present. 

The Secretary's report recapitulated the work 
of the league during the year in the publishing 
of two pamphiets on civil service, the lecture of 
the Hon. Dorman B. Eaton, and the employ- 
ment of a canvasser to procure signatures to a 
petition for civil-service reform. The petition 
contains 8,000 names, and was forwarded to Sen- 
ator David Davis in April last. A series of 


quesuon has been formulated by the Execu- 


tive Committee for presentation to the differ- 
ent candidates in the four Congressional dis- 
tricts in this city, asking replies. thereto. 
These questions are similar to those recom- 
mended by the Nationai Civil-Service Reform 
League. e candidates will be asked their 
views on the chief measures now pending in 
Congress to reform the civil service. One of 
these bills is the Senate bill to reguiate and re- 
form the civil service of the United States and 
the other is the House bill prohibiting political 
assessipents. 

A motion was passed that jetters be sent to all 
the candidates for office on the State and coun- 
ty tickets as well. 

The Treasurer's report showed an unexpen ded 
baiance of $143 and ua memberships of 172. 

Av informal discussion then took place as to 
the best way to carry on the agitation of the 

vestion ot reform of the civil service. Mr. 

ragin thought it would be a good thing to ap- 

ly the principle in this city, instead of wait- 
ng for the rebound from Wasbington. If 
the people could be educated to the be- 
lief that the city’s affairs would be carried on 
better and 25 to 50 per cent cbeaper by atria! of 
the reform, it would be an entering wedge. He 
wouid like to see it tried in the police and fire 
departments, and hammer away at the Council 
until ok granted a trial of the system. 

Mr. T. KR Boyesen expressed the wish that 
something migbt be dove in the ward meetings 
to agitute the question. If a candidate for office 
favored the league's views. be should be sup- 
ported beartily, and the canadidate should de- 
vote part of his speech at every meeting to that 
question. The league should procure speakers 
to stirup the people on the question, as it was 
one of vital consequence to the Nation, and 
easily understood when rightly presented.

The patient who has scat- 
tered the supposed infection is in a fair way to 
revover, but has been isolated, and the ward 
which he occupied bas been cleared and fumi- 
gated as a precaution against the spread of the 
malady, and no further trouble is anticipated. 

The Sheriff was yesterday in receipt of in- 
formation to the effect that J. W. Johnson, 
whom he arrestea for forgery the day before 
and turned over to the Sheriff of Lroquois Coun- 
ty, to be taken to Watseka for trial, had escaped 
in transit. The particulars could not be learned 
further than that on tne trip the prisoner was 
allowed to go to the water-closet on the train 
unatteuded, and that he escaped by way of the 
car window. The officer in charge had been 
duly cautioned agaiust the “ water-cioset”’ 
dodge, but the reportis that be paid no atten- 
tion to the warning given, and at last accounts 
the prisoner was at large. 

A CHANCE FOR REFORM. 

The Warden of the Poor-House complains 
that cases of consumption are being sent him 
from the County Hospital, for which be has no 
room. Warden Dixon explains that the cases 
are those discharged from this  institu- 
tion by the Medical Board as incurable, 
and that be has sent them to the Poor- 
House rather than turn them upon the street 
to die. The Hospital Committee is seeking 
to remedy the difficulty, especially since it rests 
witb it, but so far bas not reacbed a conclusion. 
The trouble is that the rules for the admission 
of patients to the bospitai are inadequate, and 
in their revision lies the remedy for the 
trouble. As matters are almost everybody 
is admitted to the institution, and wiieo a 
consumptive patient ceases to be an interesting 
subject for study for the Medical Board he is 
dispatched to make room for some one else, 
which is all wrong of course. What is wanted 
is a better control of the admissions, and the 
discharges will be all right.

THE PUMPING-WORKS. 


SATISFACTORY PROGRESS MAKING-—HOPES 
THAT EVERYTHING WILL BE IN READI- 
NESS BY JAN. L. 

The pumping- works, which are intended to re- 
lieve the South Branch and the main river of 
the filth which so rapidly accumulates and emp- 
ty it into the canal.,and whico are now ip course 
of construction at Bridgeport, a few blocks 
south of the West Side Water- Works,{will be the 
largest of the kind in the world, witb the excep- 
tion of one other in Italy, employed in draining 
immense marsbes. The work of construction 
has been carried forward rapidly and quietly, 
and the larger portion of the community knows 
very little of the details of the gigantic under- 
taking. Ground was broken for the new works 
last June, and today the buildmg in which 
the pumps and engines are to be placed—a 
structure 180 by 21 feet, two stories in hight and 
one in depth—is ready for the machinery, which 
the Superintendent of the work, who will 
arrive bere from New York, will soon begin to 
putin. The pumps will .be eight in number, of 
the Andrews centrifugal pattern, the largest 
size ever. manufactured, the same as was used 
at the Centennial Exposition at Philadelphia to 
create the large cataract which attracted so 
mucn attention, The combined capavity of the 
eight pumps, it is estimated, will be 60,000 cubic 
feet, or 420,000 gallons, of water per minute. The 
pumps are pow on the ground. They are about 
the same pattern aga poeuniatic blower, or an 
ola-fashioned band fanning-milL 

The opening or cut from the river to the new 
works is 117 feet wide at the mouth and fourteen 
feet deep, varrowing gradually to the basin or 
feeder, which is inclosed by solid masonry 
and paved with broken flag-stone. The distance 
from the riverto the feederis about 26) feet, 
which is lined by wooden docking with piain 
clay bottom. Excavation on this cut is now go- 
ing forward, and will be finished as aariy as it is 
required. The basin on the west of the works is 
of the same size as the feeder, but is lined only 
with dry slope walls. The cutfrom that point 
to the canal is 1,100 feet long, and 1s lined with 
what is known as rip-rap, small broken lime- 
stone. The bottom of the main basin is paved 
the same as the feeder. Just outside the build- 
ing the stone walls are protected by two large 
wooden aprons from the current which will be 
created. Atthe westend of tnis cut bas been 
constructed a dam for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing the exact quantity of water which is daily 
pumped. And at the entrance to the feeder will 
be placed a screen to prevent driftwood, dead 
animais, ete., from entering the pumps. 

Witb a view to future improvements walls for 
a gate at the south end of the feeder bave been 
constructed, which will bear a gate to cut off the 
water when, if ever, it is desired to sink a shaft 
and build a tunoel to relieve the South Fork of 
tae South Branch, This work, it is thought, will 
be undertaken at no distant day. The founda- 
tions for the two boiler rooms, which will be on 
the north and south sides of the feeder, have 
been laid, and the south smoke chimney is now 
well under way. It, as well as anvether to the 
north, will be ninety feet in bight. No time will 
be lost in pushing the work, and if the weather 
continues measurably favorable the works will 
be in operation by Jan. 1. itis the judgment of 
those who have paid particular attention to the 
enterprise that within three months after the 
works are in operation there will be a good cur- 
rent of clear, pure water from the lake to the 
canal constantly running. 

Work has not yet begun on the lock which 
will be constructed near the works. This im- 
provement is rendered necessary by the fact 
that when the pumps are in operation the water 
in thé canal will be eight feet bigher than that 
in the river, and the canal-boats will have to be 
lucked through. 


WOLF LAKE, 

BILLS FILED TO SET ASIDE SOME GOVERN- 
MENT PATENTS TO LAND ON THIS BODY 
OF WATER. 

Messrs, Barton & Chamberlain, attorneys for 
Mrs. Gertrude H. Hardin, bave commenced 
within the past few davs four ejectment suits 
against Jabez A. Smales, Thomas Cash, Benja- 
min Foyle, and Kiliam Smith, together with 
Joseph P. Ord in each of the fourcases. Mr. 
Ord is, or was, the representative 
of the East Chicago Land Company, and as such 
holds or claims to bold conveyances from 
Smales,Cash, Fovie, and Smith to certain tracts of 
land bardering upon Wolf Lake, Indiana, or par- 
tially beneath the surface of its waters. What- 
ever dry land there may be in these tracts was, 
it is allewed, formed by the recession of the lake 
waters, and its extent is wholly dependent upon 
the coudition of the lake. 

Within the last few year® some parties in- 
duced the Land Commissioner to survey these 
lands when the lake bappened to be at low wa- 
ter, and plat them off as Government property. 
After this persons having additional homestead 
ciaims, and others conversant with preémpton 
laws settied upon the land thus surveyed, and in 
the course of a short time most of them ob- 
tained their patents, either through iawyers 
bere or .in ushington. Mrs. Hardin claims 
through her father, John Holbrook. a title 
dating from 181 to a large tract of 
land bordering upon what is  cuonsid- 
ered the meandering line of the water, 
and she claims that ail these accretions of land 
now in the possession of the squatter sovereigns 
are hers by reason of the riparian right. 
There are between the lake and Mrs. Hardin's 
tract five of these plats which are occupied, but 
it was deemed advisabie to bring suit against 
four of them only. As to other piats which are 
unoccupied, Mr. Barton intends shortly to file a 
bill in chancery to remove the cioud from his 
client's title caused by the Government s survey 
of the property. 

It is supposed that Mr. Ord, as representative 
of the East Chicago Land Company, whose pur- 
chase is near Wolf Lake, bougbt up these tracts, 
the title to which is now in dispute. 


KICKED IN THE HEAD. 


A BOW BETWEEN TWO PRINTERSTONE WILL 
PROBABLY DIE. * 

A patrol wagon was summoned to the corner 
of Washington and Franklin streets about 2:39 
o'clock yesteaday afternoon to convey a dying 
man to the County Hospital. At the corner 
named the patrol force found acrowd of excited 
people. Lying on the pavement in the centre 
of the mob was the apparently lifeless form of 
a gray-haired map, bis face covered with biood, 
and one of his eyes hidden beneath a big purple 
swelling. Officer Pat Dougherty stood beside 
the prostrate body, and had in custody a biear- 
eyed young man named William J. Christie, 
who was responsible for the gory spectacie.

For a time !t was not 
known. who the wounded man was, but his iden- 
tity was established after he reached the hos- 

ital. He proved to be E. J. Farnum, a printer

Saile street. As soon as the physicians had 
made an examination as to bis injuries they at 
once gave it as their opinion that he could not 
recover.

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CABLE RAILROADS. 
THE SUBJECT DISCUSSED RY THE WESTERN 
SOCIETY OF ENGINEERS. 

The Western Society of Engineers held its 
mosthly meeting yesterduy in the Honoré 
Building. M. B. Williams presided Mr. G. 
H. M. Liijenerantz acted as Secretary. Joho J. 
McVean, Chief Engineer of the Detroit, Lansing 
& Northern Railroad, and Charies 8. Peace, 
United States Civil Engineer, of Council Bluffs, 
were elected members, and the name of Samuel 
N. Hartwell, General Madager of the Chicago 
Lathe Company, proposed for membership. The 
resigoation of John W. Weston as Librarian was 


received, and Mr. Liljencrantz was appointed 
for the unexpired term, to Jan. 1. 

A very interesting paper was read by Mr. D. F. 
Miller on ** The Chicago Cable KRoads.”” He said 
the introduction of the cabie system of propel- 
ling street-cars.in Chicago bad attract wide- 
spread attention among street-railway officiais 
in all large cities, and wany of them bad been 
here to see its workings. The cara were now in 
operation ior a distance of over four miles, and 
about che Ist of Nuvember the Wabash avenue 
and Cottage Grove lines would be in operation. 
It was a great improvement over the old borse- 
power, and the cupacity of the cabie was com- 
paratively tniimited, The State street line 
could carry 10,000 pe per hour and not be 
overburdened. The great expense of construc- 
tiod was the most serious objection to the cable 
system. The few roads so far built have cost 
not less than $100,000 per mile for dou- 
ble track. Experience in construction 
wovld doubtiess reduce the cost. The 
saving in operating a line by cabie which would 
require 300 horses, be estimated at 30 to BO per 
ceut, ano on larger roads €0 to 70 per cent would 
be saved by the candle system. He thought 
duplicate cables would have to be introduced so 
as to prevent stoppage of the cars or the neccs- 
sity for using horses, If one cable should break 
the grip couid take bold of the other and no de- 
lay would resuit. The cost of another cabie 
would not be very much more. Some engineers 
thought a second cable would not be prac- 
ticabie, but the speaker could see no reason 
why it would not work. The cable system, 
h said, was not of as recent origin as 
some supposed. The first patent issued 
was to G.S. Gardner in Philadelphia in 1858. 
There had been over 130 patents issued since 
then, but none which covers them 80 as to pre- 
vent avy one from operating a road. The fre- 
quency of accidents on the cabie road was 
spoken of, and be thought this objection would 
be Obviated with better engineers an@when the 
public better understand the danger. 

A genera! discussion followed the reading of 
the paper, and ail seemed favorably disposed 
toward the cable system except Mr. Wright, of 
the North Division Railway, who thought the 
horse-car lines could be uperated cheaper and 
mote rapidly, while there was no danger from 
them. One of the speakers showed an oid work 
priated in London in 182, in which the cabie 
system was practicaily described.

FINANCIAL. 


The local money pene was more quiet. 
There was a smalier demand for money but no 
change in rates; they were still 6@8 per cent, 
with most of the transactions at 7 per cent. 
There was some inquiry for money to go to 
wheat districts, but littie for moving coro or 
hogs. Eastern exchange was steady at 25@50c 
discount per $1,000: with large sales at 25c. 

The clearings at the local banks aggregatea 
$10,200,000. This excess of about 25 per cent 
above the average was largely due to the deliv- 
eries of produce on October contracts. 

Sterling exchange continues weak. Posted 
rates deciiied yesterday to 481@485%. with 
actual at 4804@485. Documentary was quoted 
at 4784%@479, being \ lower. Continental bills 
were unchanged as follows: Bankers’ francs. 
51644@520; documentary bills, 527%; bankers’ 
marks, 9444@954; documentary marks, VIX BDI4. 
The supply of bills was moderate. 

The New York stock market opened weak and 
feverish. There were heavy country orders to 
sell the leading lines. Offerings were taken free- 
ly for & while, and tt was thought some big oper- 
ators picking up; but the selling bore duwn 
prices. be decline was led by Louisville & 
Nasbville, Oregon & Transcontinental, Western 
Union, Allegheny Central, and Texas Pacific. 
Later there was.a rally, in which Michigan Cea- 
tral. Oregon & Transcontinental, and Denver & 
Rio Grande were most prominent. There was a 
minor decline towards noon, and then the mar- 
ket ruled firmer, being turved by the strength 
in Lake Shore (ex div.) which wa8 in good de- 
mand after a determined support under heavy 
long and sbort sales earlier in the day. 

Money in New York was active and strong at 
9 per cent, which checked advance in stocks. 
Prime mercantile paper was quoted at 7@9 per 
cent, bar silver at 112%, and Government bonds 
uncbanged. 

Louisville & Nashville was purchased freely 
all day, conservative men saying they thouyht 
it would probably rally. It was runiored that 
Gould has obtained control. Itis said the new 
stock is already sold. Bears predicted a break 
in Jersey Central; the earnings for last quarter 
were $3,500,000. Increased earnings of Denver 
caused a better feeling in that stock. Gould is 
said to bave largely increased his holdings’ of 
Western Union within a fortnight past.

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets averaged higher 
yesterday. Barley was the chief excepuon, be- 
ing depressed by larger receipts. Corn was 
stronger owing to light receipts, and provisions 
because of small stocks. Wheat was steadier, 
oats quiet, rye active, with little change. The 
feeling on the afternvon call was steady on pro- 
visions and easy on grain. 

Provisions were unuseually quiet. The outside 

world seemed to have gov through buying to 
cover shorts, and had nothing to seli. The re- 
port of stocks en hand showeda very rapid 
diminution. Pork is said to be going out at the 
rate of some 2,500 bris per day in strips, besides 
what goes in bris. At this rate the stock will 
pe exbausted before the month is out. Lard 
is said Co be coming bere from the East; our re- 
ceipts yesterday were about double the ship- 
ments. Meats are actually scarce. October 
pork advanced on ‘Change 0c, November: do 
wee, and January %Ze, all closing firm. Lard 
advanced 17%c for October, and l@Ii2%c on 
yther futures; it was quoted 5d higher in Liver- 
pool. Ribs advanced #0c for this month, and lic 
on the longer futures. 

Fiour was again very quick with po material 
chavge ip prices.

Liverpoul 
reported a firmer tone, and private advices from 
the other side said that the sup ply of Danubian 
corn is falling off, whieh would give a much 
firmer tone in England Put for the demoraliza® 
tion here. With this o@r own receipts fell off to 
the low point ot 142 r-loads, and none by 
canal, while news from country points was to 
the effect that a good many of them bad sent in 
all the old corn they could sweep up. 
The result was a yery strong feeling and 
Lig buying. One firm bought about 2,000,000 bu 
for next month, and several others bought 
round lots, while the smaller shorts were scared 
into filing. There was, bowever, a liberai un- 
loading by parties who had bought at lower 
figures last week. There was a good shipping de- 
mand, but buyers were limited to figures which 
acted as a drag on the advance in futures. It 
was vigorously rumored around that there is a 
stronmcombination formed to control the mar- 
ket ‘or Nuvember, but the idea was laughed at 
by some of the older heads. 

Oats were quiet and steady, with trading com- 
paratively light throughout the session. Fiuctu- 
ations were ligbt, not exceeding in futures \c. 
There was a fair demand for spot at a range of 
31X%@32\%0. In the latest transactions on 
‘Change spot and November sold at Monday’s 
closing figures. There was no special demand 
for any particular delivery. Nothing done in 
No. 2 white or rejected. 

Rye was active for spot at Monday’s quota- 
tions. In futures a fair business was done, No- 
vember selling at 60c, closing st that price, + 

Barley was quiet and weak, No. 2 spot declin- 
ing Ic and selling at 85¢, with same grade offered 
at the close at 84c. No. 3 spot deciined from @0c 
to 50c, closing at the inside, and October sold at 
58@58%4c, with seller November at 598. ‘The 
weakness in No.2 was owing to the compara- 
tively heavy receipts of that grade—30 cars. 
One-half the sampies were undisposed of at the 
close. «

The demand for ary goods continues brisk. 
Probably in no former season wads there a more 
active movement. Prices remain steady. A 
free movement in boots and shoes, ciothing, 
and millinery goods was also reported, prices 
ruling firm. There is a steadily good demand 
for staple and fancy groceries, but the volume 
of sales is not as large asinsome former sea- 
sous. Most lines are steady. In dried fruits 
there was a moderate business at firm prices for 
dumestics. Fish were quiet. Dairy products 
were quoted as before. For fine goods the feel- 
ing is fir The oil market averaged firm, The 

‘changes in prices were confined toc advance 
in carbon. Coal and pig-iron were steady. 

Green fruits were active, with peaches more 
plentiful than any day during the season, selling 
at 25@75e per basket. Grapes were selling at 
4@7ic per ib. Hides, grease, and tallow steady. 
Metals and tinners’ ware steady, with nails and 
sheet-iron increasing in stock. Potatoes firm 
at 45@50e per bu by the car-iot. Wool quiét and 


steady. For high-grade hay there wae a good 
demand at steady prices. Timothy seed was 
dull and 2@3c lower, seiling at $1.55@1.63, closing 
at the inside. Flaxseed Was lc lower, selling 
mostiy at $1.16. Whisky declined lic, being 
quotable on a basis of $1.18 for finished ecoods.

ARCHBISHOP CROKE. 


Eis Hecent Speech in Tipperary~—The 
Gains of the Irish Peopie in Three 
Years, 

Archbishop Croke, speaking in Count¥ Tippe- 
rary a few weeks ago on the condition of Ire- 
land, among other things said: What gains had 
the Irish people actualiy made during the last 
three years, and how might these gains best be 
secured an@augmented? Up to three years ago 
in Ireland it was generally beiieved that the 
Irish agriculturist was nothing more nor less 
than a rent-making machine. Today there was 
no sane and unprejudiced man who wag not as 
thorougbly convinced that the industrious agri- 
culturist had the tirst claim to the fruits of the 
soil [cheers]; and while a fair reot should be al- 
ways paid to the landlord when that was possi- 
ble, the agriculturist and his family were at the 
same time entitied to a decent competence out 
of the land. |Cheers.] Secondly, up to tbree 
years ago the landiurd or his agent, irrespective 
of their character, were fawned upon 
and flattered, and almost adored, by the mis- 
erable serfs whom they fed upon and 
despised, Today the good and just and con- 
siderate landiord was honored and respected, as 
be ought ta be, and today the tyrant laudlord 
was defied. Thirdly, up to three years ago the 
farm from which an industrious tenaoct had been 
evicted for non-payment of an impossible rent 
would not bave been twenty-four hours idie, as 
scores of fools would compete ruinousiy witb 
each other forit. Now, no one would touch it. 
Up to three years ago scarcely any one bad com- 
passion for the laboring classes; they had to 
work from 6in the morning till 6 at night for a 
recompense which they might earn in other 
countries in a couple of hours; they were lodged 
in houses not fit for savage men, miserably fed, 
and miserabiy clad. Today, although their con- 
dition had not been much improved in these 
respects, yet a great deal of attention bad been 
aitracted to their condition. I[f the farmers 
present, and those who might be intluenced 
far away by these words, would tuke advice 
from bim, he would say to them that they ought 
to look to their laboring men,to be kind to 
them, and to try, as far as possibie, to amelio- 
rate their condition. Up to three years ago in 
Ireland agitation was at a discount. The peo- 
ple had lost beart and spirit. They bad been 
frequentiy betrayed by the so-called leaders ia 
whom they put their trust; but it pleased Prov- 

idence to send a famine that spreud like a pall 

over the land, and this brought to the people a 

sense of theirmean and mendicant condition, 
and a cry was raised that Ireland was made for 
the Irish, and that now or never they should say 
that th®y would not only live, but thrive in the 
land ot their birth. [Cheers.| Their rulers pon- 
dered weilon passing events: they gaged their 
Significance; and they introduced meas- 
ures of amelioration, and succéssfully passed 
them. The landlords trembied through the 
length and breadth of the land, and rack rents 
received, if not a death biow, certainly a stag- 
gering biow througbout Ireland. [Cheers.] They 
had now a noble phalanx io Parliament, and as 
they meant very soon to pay their members, 
they hoped to add considerabiy to their numer- 
ical and effective strength in Parliament. [Ap- 
esomee. i Now, with regard to the future, were 
they able, were they resolved to bold their own 
alike against Kavanagh's confiscation scheme 
and against the coercive legisiation of Mr. Giad- 
stone? [Cneers.]| Would the tbreats that now 
filied the air frighten or corrupt them? [No.] 
He bad nofear bimeelf. lo conclusion, Arch- 
bishop Croke said: “Violate no law, human or 
divine; stick to the old country; iet oo one in- 
duce you to emigrate if you can belpit. Ire- 
land is the fittest place for an Irishman to live 
in. Hoid to the origival lines of the national! 
organizauon. Be practical, and bave votbing to 
do with theorics, no matter bow plausible or how 
attractive.”

A DESPERADO’S FATE. 


He Fired His Prison and Was Burned 
to Death in the Flames. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Raeieu, N. C., Oct. 3.—The jail at Nash- 
ville, Nash County, in which Jerry Cox, 
notable as one of the most desperate crim- 
inals ever known in the State, was confined 
under sentence of death, was fired by him 
last night and entirely destreyed. About 
midnight the people were awakened by the 
roar ot flames, and rushed to the scene, but 
on arrival found tne walls and bars glowing 
red with heat, while the murderer within 
was screaming in the death agony. In an 
hour the jail was a mass of ruins, and early 
this morning the bones of Cox were found, 
and a great crowd stood appalled at 
the terrible fate which had overtaken the 
brutal murderer. Cox was one of the 
leaders in the famous Warley murder, near 
Goldsboro, in the early spring of 1878. One 
night he and others of a gang of a desperate 
stamp murdered Mr. Warley by beating out 
his brains after enticing him into the yard of 
his house. Then they caught his wife as she 
rushed out on hearing the dying groans of 
her husband, outraged her repeatedly in the 
presence of her little children, and then beat 
her brains out with clubs and left her on the 
floor in a pool of blood. The whole State 
rang with the story of the crime, and aftera 
hot pursuit the murderers were captared 
and four of them exectited on one gallows at 
Goldsboro, being convicted prineipally 
upon the testimony of Jerry Cox, the 
State’s evidence, who escaped the gal- 
lows but narrowly missed lynching, 
and had to be removed _ secretly 
by the authorities. For four years the where- 
abouts of Cox was a mystery, but he finally 
turned up near Battleboro, where, on No- 
vember 19 last, he committed a horrible mur- 
der. Fora year before that time Cox, who 
was a coal-pilack negro of most repulsive 
form and feature, had lived with a degraded 
white woman, Mary Eliza Hawkins. Mad- 
dened by drink and jealousy, he on several 
occasions nearly killed her, and she at all 
times performed the most menial offices 
for him. He doubted her faithfulness. He 
met her at the house of a negro woman. 
They quarreled, and he struck her and then 
wentaway. She followed him to where he 
slept under a water-tank, when he took her 
to aseciuded place near the railroad track 
and beat out her brains. For hours he 
watched by the side of the body, and 
before daylight placed it on the track 
of the Wilmington & Weldon Railroad. ‘The 
wheels of the lightning express mangled it 
horribly, cutting off the head. ‘The station- 
keeper saw the body, and not far away Jerry 
Cox and a negro woman watching. Cox, be- 
ing interrogated, said the Hawkins woman 
had walked on the traek while drunk. He 
became greatly excited, and was at once ar- 
rested. At the trial the evidence of Cox’s 
guilt was overwhelming, and in a few min- 
utes after being charged the jury rendered a 
verdict of guilty of murder. He was sentenced 
to be hanged at Nashville Sept. 20, but took 
an appeal to the Supreme Court. While in 
jail Cox made a desperate attempt to murder 
the jailer with pieces of a chain and a pad- 
lock. Lle was’ beaten into submission, ont 
several times afterwards broke his chains 
and handcuffs, which could not be kept on 
him. He shouted out continually that the 
Lord broke his bands. Frequent threats 
of lynening him were made during his im 
prisonment, for negroes and whites alike 
hated and feared him. 


MILWAUKEE GI GIVES IT UP. 

MILWAUKEE, Oct. 3.—Secretary Langdon, 
of the Board of Trade, said this morning 
that ‘“‘to say anything about our business 
now isto confess that we are dead. The 
truth is that Chicago is taking all the busi- 
ness which used to come here, especially in 
wheat, and there isn’t enough cdmes to Mil- 
waukee now to supply the demand of the 
local mills. Where there used to be 100,000 
and 200,000 bushels received here daily there 
are not 20,000 now, and the quantity is stead- 
ily growing less. All our customers are go- 
ing to Chicago, the natural tendency of 
grain and provisions being to centre there, as 
stocks do in New York. One reason why we 
are josing this business is because we have 
such a large German element in our popula- 
tion, and they are not given to speculation as 
Americans are. ‘Thev are more quiet and 
conservative, and don’t *whoop ’em up’ as 
Americans do.”

BEAVER DEFEATED. 


The Hopeless Fight of the Pennsyl- 
vania Stalwarts — Cameron’s Failure 
te Make the Tariff an Issue—How the 
Vote Will Likely Be Divided. 

Correspondence New York Tribune. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 1.—The Cameron Re- 
publican State Committee has begun an earnest 
effort, which will be kept up until election-day, 
to make the tariff an issue in the canvass in this 
Staite. Gen. Beaver and Congressman W. D. 
Keiley made it the one prominent feature of 
their addresses delivered in this city last’night. 
Simon Cameron, to divert attention from the 
rea! issue of bossism, started the cry some weeks 
ago that if Beaver was not elected Governor the 
tariff would bein danger, and Gen. Beaver, in 
bis feeble way, has been barping upon it ever 
since. So far the voters have shown bo inclination 
to accept the doctrive that it is necessary to al- 
low Senatur Cameron to dictate wbo sbal! be the 
State officers in order to prevent Congress and 
the President from repealing the tariff! laws. It 
ig more than improbable that W. D. Keliey will 
succeed in altering public opinion in this re- 
spect. 

it is only necessary to glance at some of the 
supporters of the lnodependent Republican move- 
ment to show how little the men most interested 
in the tariff think of itasan issue in this can- 
vass. Among the iron men who favor the In- 
dependent Repuvlican movement are many of 
the largest manufacturers in the State, such as 
Gen. J. K. Morehead, of Pittsburg; William 
the Bessemer Steel and 
Solar Iron-Works; Juseph Wharton,.of the 
Wharton Switch-Works; and Charlies Wheeler, 
of Morris, Wheeler & Co., of Philadeiphia. Of 
the heavy lumber-dealers and manufacturers 
John Dubois, of Cleartield County; J, W.Cocb- 
ran, of Cameron; George Weymouth, of Clin- 
toon; and 8, N. Williams, of Lycoming, are all 
members of the independent Kepublican State 
Committee, thougi never before active in poli- 
tics. In the otf trade Mr. wart numbers 
among his supporters such large dealers as Sen- 
ator wis Emory, of McKean County; H. L. 
Foster, of Venango; Thomas W. Phillipa, of 
Lawrence, who was well known as an intimate 
friend of Gen. Gartieid; and E. G. Patterson, of 
Crawford. The same can be said of the coal 
operators, as Charlies Parrish, of Luzerne, 
whoempioys 5,000 men; Edward Patterson, of 
Northumberland: T. F. Waiter, of Carbon; and 
J.T. Audenried are pronounced laodependent 
Republicans. Among other large manufactur- 
ers of the same way of thinking and taiking are 
H. H. Baumgardner, of Lancaster, who owns 
coal thines and ¢ interested in iron-milis, 
President ot a gas Company, etc.; 8S. 8. Spencer, 
ot Farnum’s cotton-milis, Lancaster; T. Morris 
Perott, of Philadelphia, proprietor of malt- 
houses: John H. Bromiey, the carpet mapnu- 
facturer: 8. P. Dariington, proprietor of the 
largest spoke manufactory in the country; C. 

Weaver, tack manufacturer; E. Dunbar 

Lockwook, paper-milis; J. W. Ringrose, Theo- 

dore Justice, and other manufacturers of this 

city. 

If the tariff were in danger these Republicans 
would be among the tirstto fly to its rescue. 
Certainly the manufacturers themselves are as 
good judges of what is to their own interests as 

r. Beaver, Chairman Cooper, or the other men 
who want to make use of «he tariff cry to keep 
their bold upon the public treasury. In addinon 
to the men already named such wholesale mer- 
chants as Jubn Fieid, E. T. Steel, and B. F. 
Reeves are active Independent Republicans, 
while there,are four ex-Judges on the State 
Committee, and among the speakers are Gena. 
Kooutz, Thomas M. Marshall, ex- Attorney-Gen- 
eral Lear, Gen. McOartwoey, and other equaily 
prominent men. Tbis speaks volumes for the 
character of the Independent Republican move- 
ment. 

The most interesting ney oy the canvass, 
and the one most dweit upon, is t of the prob- 
able strength of the Independent Kepubiicans at 
the polis. Will Mr. Stewart and his associate 
Kepublicans succeed in relieving the Commou- 
weaith from che incubus of Cameronism, which 
has proved to be as much of a load for it w bear 
as was the Oid Man of the Sea for Sinbad the 
Sailor?

furtber $200,000 in cash, stock, and bonds, the 
atest part of which bring high interest and a 
arge premium above the par value, is about to 
erect a buliding that will become a great reve- 
nue to the assuciation, and bave passed rules by 
which business between members is to be made 
athalf the commission non-members have to 
pay, being a privilege of very great value, es- 
pecially for large traders. Aside from ali this, it 
will purify the association asa whole. We seed 
responsibie men with capital enough to carry on 
a large business; and no others, in such a place. 
The so-called Gardner decision, in addition to a 
substantial initiation fee, will undoubtedly have 
the desired effect—currect the mistakes in re- 
gard to the corner rules—and it will soon be re- 
warded a great bonor to be a member of one of 
the largest commercial institugoos, not alone 
in Chicag », but in the whole western part of

And 1 is with 
pieasure Ua I state that the condition of the 
instituciog in these respects is on the advance, 
and that the Craft i# in a beualthy cona- 
dition in Lilmois, Masonry io Illinois, juag- 
ing from my standpoint, is a grand organizadon 
for tbe accompiishwent of the purposes for 


novie a band of men as the world has ever pro- 
duced. Masvary is oot ali “forms and cere- 
monies.” A man may be an excelient ritualist, 
what some call “bright Mason,” and at the 
same time a very bad Mason. It is well to beable 
to work weil in the lodge, but it is far better to 
practice the Masonic virtues at all times, in the 
bome, at our places of business, and before the 
world. We were early taught in Masonry * that 
there were three great duties which as Masuns 
we were Caargeéd w invaicate’’ and observe: 
* To God, our veignbors, and ourselves. To Gud, 
ih pever mentioning His name but with that 
reverential awe whieh is due trom the creature 
to the Creator.” Is this always observed by us 
as Masons? My heart has been pained as I have 
beard profanity from the lips of men weuring 
the outward badges of Masonry suspended from 
watch chuins or pinned to their vests, and as 
conspicuous a8 a new moon of a clear 
evening. We were aiso instructed that tem- 
perance was oue of the cardinal virtues of our 
institution; but how many members forget it. 
i bave trequentiy bad ocvasion to caution the 
bretbren in regurd to this evil, and a few times 
have ordered vharges preferred because of bab- 
itual intuxication. Brethren, I would be uotrue 
to the trust you bave imposed in me,and false 
to the teachings of Masonry. did I not call your 
attention to these flagrant violations of our 
teachings and law. Nearly all the ditficulties in 
the lodges, either directly or indirectly, proceed 
from this vice,and if we would maintain the rep- 
utation of the fraternity the remedy must be ap- 
phed; our lodges must enforce disc:piine. Free- 
masonry is not sustained by its signs, its grips, 
its passwords, Or its breastpiates. Its true inter- 
est is above and beyond all these paraphernalia. 
its motto is * Holiness to the Lord.” Tes treas- 
ures and its giorious liehts and mystic ties can 
only be enjoyed by those * who seek the institu- 
tion unbiased by friends and uninflvenced by 
mercenary motives and from a sincere wish of 
being serviceable to their fellow creatures.” 
And if all men lived in exact accordance with 
its teachings this world would be changed intoa 
fruitful feid,and Eden would again appear in all 
its beauty and delight. 

The relations with sister Grand Lodges, he 
was happy to state, continue to be of the 
most fraternaband pleasant character.

My opinion has been asked in regard to tne 
right of Masonic lodges to appear in public pro- 
cessions on Decoration- Day and Fourib of July. 
I have always muaintatoed that Masons, in an vr- 

auized capacity, should out thrust themselves 
vefore the pubiic; and have informed the 
brethren, unless there was Masonic work to be 
done. and they had been invited by the proper 
authorities to attend to it, their proper piace 
was in the lodge-room. 

While Masons sbould not, as individuals, be 
indifferent to the weal or woof their country, 
but should iove their country and be loyal to its 
Constituuon and laws, yet the institution shouid 
guard against parade and show. Kater let us 
in secret learn our duty to God and our fellow- 
man then, when the “sound of the funeral bel! 
shail call us, we may be prepared for outward 
worth and work.” 

JURISDICTION OF LODGES, 

This bas been a long, troublesome, and vexa- 
tious question. Lam aware that | differ in my 
vpinion upon this subject with abie jurists, but 
l wish toenter my protest to the doctrine of 
perpetual jurisdiction. It is fraught with much 
inconvenience, trouble, and, to my mind, in- 
justice. if rejection mye grees that u candidate 
was an unworthy mao could not reform it 
might be well. But the candidate may have 
been in every way worthy of admission, and 
twenty-five out of twenty-six members present 
may Dave voted for him, but one biack bali was 
cast against bis admission, and bence rejected, 
and perpetual jurisdiction obtained over him 
for all time to come. | submit, is this in aceord- 
ance with the principies of justice? Itisa well- 
known factjthat many candidates for the myster- 
ies of Masoury, “ who were wortbyand well qua - 
ified” to be made Masons, bave been rejected. 
They bave removed to other parts, perhaps sev - 
eral bundred miles away, and after 6 lapse of 
five or ten years, “still entertaining a favorabie 
opinion ot Masonry,” desire to ~peti- 
tion the lodge where they now reside. But 
one man, ten Pe wa previous, opposed bis 
beipg made a Mason, and now the consent of 
that lodge must be obtained, thoug# it may have 
no knowledge of his preseot character. Some 
whom | know personaliv have been rejected and 
afterwards sdmitted, who have done much to 
advance the interests ot our craft, and are to- 
—_ py lights in this grand jurisdiction. [ 
believe the law, if it isa law, is wrong in prin- 
ciple and does not work well in practice. At 
least that is my official experience. 

re is another phase of lodge jurisdiction I 
wish to present. it is this: In some quarters 
there is an im jon that territory is assigned 
fur pecuniary benefitonly. . 

A lodge invades the jurisdiction of a sister 
lodge, and the only difficulty appears to be the 
fee that bas been collected. The Grand Master 
is written to and the question asked, How can 
we compel the offending’ iodge to pay the fee 
collected, or a partof it? In my opinion this 
principle is wrong. Wesbould not, as lodges, 
be influenced by mercenary motives any wore 
than individuals. Let us be more particular as 
to lodge courtesy, and thé soundoessof the ma- 
terial used in our mystic temple, and less as to 


masonry, in the strictest sense, is the art and 
science of moral and spiritual life. Thus it 
covers the whoie duty of man, trom the minut- 
est acttothe greatest,or from the atom of 
finiteness to the Infinit Creatur and Father of 
all. It unequivocally declares that “A Masou 
is obliged by bis tenure to obey toe moral law; 
and, if he rigbtiv understands the art, be will 
never be a stupid atheist, nor an irreligious lib- 
ertine.” It makes trust in God indispensable to 
admission into its sacred halls, and to progress 
in its excélient ways. “The Lord is all our 
trust,” it insists, is to express the faith of all 
its devotees. It tenaciously holds that the only 
true light is the light of God, and thence it 
frowns of all deniais of the existence of a 
Supreme Being, ana of man’s accountability to 
bim. 

In their judgment the Grand Lodge of 
Arizona was legaliy constituted and sover- 
eign, and entitled to full recognition.

mouey bad veeu accounted for and paid over to 
your Grantl Treasurer. And in examining the 
printed preceedings of 18791 ascertained that 
Brotwer Burrill reported in said printed pro- 
ceedings that he bad received from the con- 
stituent lodges $1,769 more in 1879 than be had 
paid over to the Grand Treasurer; and I ascer- 
tained further that from the returns made by 
the constituent lodges, and from credits given 
to the constituent lodges by Brocner Burrill in 
this ledger to which | bave alluded, that be bad 
collected the sum of $1,225 from the constituent 
lodges whith was not reported in the prioted 
proceedmgs, making the amount of Brother 
Burrill’s sBortage for 1879 to be $2,995. Proceed- 
ing with the examivation of the books for the 
year 1878, we found that in the year 1578 Brother 
Burrill appears to have collected $533 more than 
was paid over to your Grand Treasurer, 
Believing it my duty to continue this investi- 
gation to the end, | proceeded to investigute in 
the suine manner the books and papers ror the 
year 1877, and am pleased to say that aftera 
careful examination there was only a difference 
of $4 in the account. I have no doubt that a 
careful examination of Hrother Burrill’s ac- 
count prior to that time would show everytbing 
to be correct and satisfactory.

if whatl bad reported was correct. In regard 
to the deficiency in Brother Burrill’s ‘account 
during the years 1878, 1879, and 1880, the question 
may be asked, How it was that the Finance 
Committee bad failed to make tois discovery. 
In regard to this I wish to say: that this short- 
age appears to occur in almost every instance 
where lodges Gac paid their dues during 
the session of the Grand Lodge. or in a short 
time after the close of the session, and it was 
the duty of the Finance Committee only to ex- 
amine and report upon such as had paid before. 
It was not Maude the duty of the Finance Coa-

I recommended a plan which, 1 think, would 
enable the Finance Commitiee hereafter to so 
exumine into the affairs of the Grand Secretary's 
office that they may know and report to the 
Grand Lodge the true condition of the Grand 
Secretary's accounts, and know whether be has 
paid over to the Grand Treasurer all moneys re- 
ceived by him from the constituent lodges or 
not. 

A resolution was adopted requesting the 
Finance Committee to suggest such changes 
of the by-laws as they might deem proper to 
be made far the ag ap ey 4 of the funds 
of this Grand Lodge, the keeping of the 
accounts of the Gpand Secretary and Treas- 
urer and the auditing of the same.
